THE SPELLING BOOK AND 81*ELL 


ING REFORM:. 


Tho gist of JJichard Grout White':: argu 


mont against the reformation of English 
spelling is tuat thero is no close connection 
between the written and Iho spoken Ian 
guage, lhat if we were lo adopt a plioncti 
spelling differences in pronunciation woulc 
render its application diJlicult,and no sooner 
was the system adopted than changes o: 
pronunciation would occur. Uut Mr. Whito 
makes moro of this argument than it is 
worth. Every written word iu our language 
is an attempt to represent n certain sound. 
Tho inconsistencies complained of owe their 
origin to tho fact that thoao attempts to 
represent tho spoken language wore made 
under quite different circumstances. Tho 
reformers sock not to build up a now sys- 
tem of spelling, but rather to niako certain 
improvements in tho direction of harmony 
in present methods. 


Mr. White ridicules tho idea that to learn 


to spell English it; difficult. 
Ho has a low 


opinion of a child who findu it difficult to 
learn, or a man who forgets, that two gills 
make a pint, hyo pints make a quart, nnd no 
on, and ho considers tho reformed spelling 
as uncalled for aa tho metric system. 
Air. White's slip of tho pen is mathematical 
it arouses a litllo laugh at his expense in 
\vhioh ho probably joins, but had ho nmilo n 
mistake in spelling, and had Iho Galaxy's 
proof-reader not detected it, it would havo 
shocked every reader, and mortified Iho 
writer.

The proper method of preparing cucum 


bcrs is as follows: Pick tho cucumbers in 
tho cool of tho morning ami us soon hofor 
using us possible.

Thou remov 
the outer rind and cut in tho thinnest pos 
siblo slices, ypriiiklo n little salt ovo 
those; theu cover nnd leave for live, leu, o 
fifteen minutes.

cumber moro perfectly, as tho slices an 
thinner. After standing a few minute; 
slmko thoroughly and drain off tho water 
which will lake away fill Iho suporlluou 
rialt. Then cover with strong cider vint 
aud popper lo suit tasto. This gives a clis! 
lhat an epicure might envy and which wil 
not injure Iho most delicate stomach. The 
substitution of vinegar and popper for tho 
watery juices of tho cucumber makes th 
vegetable peculiarly grateful lo tho palalo in 
extremely hot weather, and tho ncid stimu 
lates tho biliary Gocrotionf), keeping lh< 
fitomach in healthful tone. Prepared thus, 
cucumbers may bo eaten with guslo and do 
cided benefit during . even tho sickliest sea 
sons of tho year, all of which wo can voucl 
for from many years" experience.

AuorsiA, G,v., Aug. 30. 


The trial of tho negroes charged with in- 


surrection commenced today .at Sauders- 
villo, Judge Horscbol V. Johnson presiding. 
He made a most fair and impartial cbnrgo to 
the grand jury, which is composed of the 
best citizens of the country, the foreman 
being the master of tho state grange. Tho 
judge cautioned the jurymen to divest Ihom- 
aolres of all passion and prejudice aud in- 
structed them to conform to the law. aud to 
oxpsl from their bosoms every feeling of 
hatred, malice or revenge. The fact that 
those charged with participation, in this piot 
of insurrection are those who were lately our 
slaves, may inflame tlio indignation of tho 
whites and intensify their fooling of insecur- 
ity, but wo must watch ourselves ou this 
point. They are free .and entitled fo fair 
nnd impartial law. Law throws over both 
races the same nnd cq>inl protection. The 
jury in its investigation must ignore tho fact 
that the accused are negroes, that they were 
over slaves, and deal M ith them as if they 
were whites. He paid n high compliment to 
the coolness and forbearance of tiio whites, 
flnd instanced tho fact that not a single drop 
of blood had been nhed.
